NATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS WiLL BE IN CONSONANCE WITH ITS VIEWS 
WHICH CONSIDER NECESSARY THE APPLICATION OF COLLECTIVE ACTION 
ESTABLISHED BY THE JURIDICAL BASES CF THESE ORGANIZATIONS. 

ACCORD APPEARS COMPROMISE WHICH WHILE NOT GOING SO FAR AS 
RECOMMEND THAT CHILE BREAK RELATIONS UNILATERALLY URGED THAT 
IT DO SO IF LINKED WITH OAS VOTE CALLING FOR SUCH A MEASURE. 
REPORTS WERE THAT FONMIN MARTINEZ MIGHT RESIGN IF EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE HIS PARTY CALLED FOR UNILATERAL BREAK.
